The Paleotheists 


A recent increase in the frequency of 
inquiries suggests that “the sign” needs 
to be explained to a new crop of readers. 
It isn’t an easy task, so we don’t attempt 
it often. 

Everybody knows, except those who 
think they know better, that as the moon 
moves through its various phases it exerts 
an influence on crops, animals, lunatics, 
palolos. and the price of diamonds. Other 
heavenly bodies. such as Mars, Venus, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Sputnik, Lollobri- 
gida, also exert profound influence, but 
the sign is concerned only with the moon 
and its place in the zodiac. 

The Zodiac divides the heavens into 12 
equal sectors, and it is the moon’s duty, 
since she is the oldest goddess still work- 
ing at the trade, to exert an influence 
on various parts of the mammalian anat- 
omy as she moves from one zodiacal sign 
to another. Ares the ram corresponds to 
the head, Taurus the bull to the neck, 
and so on. 

Plain fact of the matter is that horse- 
men don’t trust the moon, despite her 
long and reasonably honorable experience 
in the goddess business: they want her 
to do as little influencing as possible. 
Hence. if they are about to subject a 
young horse to a trauma such as wean- 
ing. they wait until the sign is below the 
knees. as they say, that is. in Aquarius, 
so as to expose the smallest possible part 
of the anatomy to the mischief of the hit- 
and-run divinity. Excellent results some- 
times are reported by the followers of 
this cult: foals weaned by the sign do just 
as well as the others. 

There has been some skepticism in re- 
cent years as to whether the sign had 
anything to do with equine behavior. but 
its easier to print the magic designs 
than it is to answer the telephone if we 
omit them. Magic is a proper word here. 
for the worshipers of ancient divinities 
know that gods aren't what they used 
to be. The old-style models were more 
conveniently controlled. If a man wanted 
a favor. he brought the divinity a leg of 
lamb, a jug of wine, half a dozen co-eds, 


or something. If he knew the magic form- 
ula, he could use it to ward off disaster. 

Some of our horsemen are pagans ex- 
cept on Sunday morning. By proper re- 
gard for the sign, they are able to estab- 
lish a sort of king’s X or venture picks. 

Main trouble with the practice of wean- 
ing when the sign is below the knees is 
that it leaves the horse so vulnerable to 
splints. bowed tendons, bucked shins, 
osselets, sesamoid trouble, ringbone, side- 
bone, no bone. quarter crack, and seedy 
toe. Never underestimate the power of 
the moon. 


Rare Stimulant 


The form of A Dragon Killer, some- 
times difficult to understand, ex- 
plained sciendizzily after the colt had 
won the Arlington Classic at 17 to 1 in 
July. Albert V. Sadacca, Supreme Ex- 
hausted One of the Illustrious Order of 
Dragon Killers, informed his brothers of 
this chaotic order by letter: 


Your horse, after draggin’ and draggin’ in the 
Kentucky Derby and the Stars and Stripes, finally 
became old enough to partake of “Dragon Blood.” 
After his first sip, he was immediately transformed 
from First Class Exhausted to Second Class and 
stopped draggin’, flying to victory in the Arlington 
Classic. . . . 

Are you taking your “Dragon’s Blood’’ weekly? 
Remember, one drop in a glass of water once a 
month and WOW! 


About a week after this information 
was in the hands of the disciples of St. 
George. A Dragon Killer came out for 
the Ventnor Turf Handicap at Atlantic 
City. He was 6 to 1 in the morning line. 
These odds were much too bland for the 
bloodthirsty members of the cult, so A 
Dragon Killer won by 4% and_ paid 
$44.20. At least one member of the illus- 
trious order was reported to have been 
so exhausted by self-castigation that 
friends had to help him over the rail 
before he could jump off a bridge. 

Dragon’s blood is in short supply, of 
course: the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists has been unable to obtain sam- 
ples for experimentation. The only known 
source of the stuff it the Supreme Ex- 
hausted One’s Dragon and Unicorn Farm 
at Erewhon, Illinois.

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I-N-T-E-R-V-A-L Training 


By J. A. Estes 


Fred d’Osten’s letter concerning  inter- 
val training in The Blood-Horse of last 
March 29 provoked enough interest that 
a number of horsemen in the U. S. and 
other countries asked for further informa- 
tion on the subject. Variations of the 
technique are in common usage in many 
countries, including the U. S.. where it 
has developed gradually since the 1920's. 
but European track coaches were first to 
formulate it as an organized discipline 
and the first to achieve striking results 
with it. 

The book most frequently consulted on 
the subject is Stampfl on Running, by 
Franz Stampfl, but other instructors, of 
course, disagree with this authority on 
some of the training procedures he ree- 
ommends. 

Interval training is not to be defined in 
a single sentence. and it is not necessarily 
made clear even in an extended article. 
The core of it was summarized by Ken 
Doherty. University of Pennsylvania 
coach, in a series of articles in Scholastic 
Coach in 1956. Each training session is 
based upon 4 variables. which in turn are 
based upon the degree of the athlete's 
progress toward condition for competition. 
The variables: 

1. An exact repeated distance that re- 
mains unchanged in a single workout. 

2. A recovery interval of time during 
Which restful jogging occurs. 
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3. A pace at which the distance is 
covered, always under a watch. 

4. The number of times that this dis- 
tance is repeated.

Roger Bannister ran a mile in 3:59.4 | 
at Oxford on May 6, 1954, breaking | 
the 4:01.4 record set by Gundar Haegg | 
in 1945. About 6 months later the Ox- | 
ford coach, Franz Stampfl., made the 
prediction: “Within 5 years 40 4-min- 
ute miles will be run.” The projection 
has been realized, in less than 4% 
years. One runner. the Australian Herb 
Elliott. has done a mile in less than 4 
minutes in 10 successive races, and has 
lowered the record to 3:54.5. 

Stampfl and others are now looking 
forward to a mile in 3:50. Many coaches 
are convinced that the benefits of in- 
terval training have not yet been fully 
exploited. 


ning is primarily a matter of building 
resistance to the many effects of fatigue 
(production of lactic acid, lowered oxy- 
gen supply to the muscles, decreased 
sensitivity of muscle fibers to stimuli, 
etc.). This is done by gradually increas- 
ing, as muscle efficiency improves, the 
amount of work that is done, much as one 
gives increasing dosage of vaccine in 
building resistance against certain dis- 
eases, 

“As with various vaccines, nature over- 
compensates or over-protects and creates 
a counteracting force beyond the needs 
of the moment. This gradual increase in 
work-load, with resultant over-compensa- 
tion, continues indefinitely through the 
months of a single year and through the 
years of a man’s competitive career. 

“If done gradually, no strain of muscle 
or organ occurs. Yet, in time the power 
to neutralize that can be established is 
amazingly high: even today we do not 
seem to be approaching the limits of men 
to benefit from more and more of the 
right kind of running. 

“The efficiency of running, in’ terms 
of fatigue. decreases to the fourth power 
as pace increases. That is. if we double 
the speed of running, the oxygen require- 
ment of muscle increases eight times. It’s 
easily understood, then, that when  prac- 
tice time is limited—as with most ama- 
teurs and students—doing speed work in

NEW YORK 
*Gallant Man Hurting 


The meeting of *Gallant Man and 
Round Table. scheduled for the Wood- 
ward Stakes at Belmont Park September 
27. will not come off, and it appears 
doubtful that the leading handicap horses 
will meet this year. On Monday. Septem- 
ber 22. trainer John Nerud revealed that 
*Gallant Man was suffering from a splint 
on the inside of his right fore leg. 

“It will take me about 15 days to un- 
wind him.” Nerud said. “and what we 
do then depends on what his owners de- 
cide.” 

When Ralph Lowe sold a three-quarter 
interest in *Gallant Man to a syndicate 
headed by Leslie Combs II (The Blood- 
Horse of September 13. page 626) it was 
said that *Gallant Man would enter the 
stud at Spendthrift Farm in 1959. But 
Nerud this week said he was “by no 
means certain” that the horse would enter 
the stud next year. 

Nerud told the Daily Racing Form, 
“He can be fired and come back to the 
races in time for the big ones next win- 
ter. or he can be stopped after he is un- 
wound and go to stud. They (the syndi- 
cate) have until December 25 to decide 
about that.” 

Lowe was said to have offered a refund 


to any syndicate purchasers who. in the 
light of developments. no longer were. in- 
terested in a share in *Gallant Man.

The Early Riser 


Cuicaco. The earliest riser in the Har- 
vey F. Dick stable at Hawthorne is the 3- 
year-old colt Brief Interlude. which won 
the 612-furlong Spy Song Handicap in the 
mud last week. 
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“He wants to get out of that stall early 
in the morning.” said 47-year-old trainer 
Roy Highley. who stands 5-foot-6, weighs 
124 pounds. and who rode a little years 
ago. “Had my bug the same time as Don 
Meade.” said Highley. 

“He’s the first one I've got on the track, 
about 6:00 or 6:30." said the trainer. 
“He's a stocky, rugged horse, tough as 
nails. Kind of a funny horse to ride; when 
he gets to the front he gets to goofing 
off. Did you notice how the jock (Larry 
Gilligan) had to get after him after he 
took the lead in the Spy Song? He sort 
of swerves and likes to pull himself up 
when he gets the lead. He’s kind of a 
playful trouble to train, 
though.” 

The Spy Song was the first stakes vic- 
tory for Brief Interlude, a California-bred 
son of Postwar Valor—Ante Over. by 
Soon Over. 

“That's all California stock.” Highley 
said. “I claimed him for $7.000 at Santa 
Anita last winter from his breeder. Col- 
onel Burns. who owns Eddie Schmidt.” 
Brief Interlude has earned $46,480 this 
year. practically all of it for Dick. who is 
in the steel business in Portland. Ore.. 
and also has a malt business in Los An- 


horse. no 


geles. 

“Brief Interlude can run on any kind 
of track.” Highley said, “but a mile or 
a mile and sixteenth is his best distance. 
His granddaddy. War Glory, sired a lot 
of winners in California. I tried him a 
mile and a quarter in the Westerner, but 
it was too far.” 
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From Santa Anita last winter, Brief In- 
terlude had been shipped to Golden Gate 
Fields. There he ran second in the Rich- 
mond Handicap. third in the Oakland, and 
second in the Golden Gate Derby. 

“I'm going to freshen him up until the 
Santa Anita meeting.” Highley revealed. 
“I’m taking the stable down to Keeneland 
after this meet, and also buy 4 or 5 year- 
lings down there for Mr. Dick. But I 
don’t intend to run Brief Interlude there. 
He needs a rest.” 

The Spy Song. restricted to 3-year-olds. 
was Brief Interlude’s first win in Chicago. 
He had made 3 starts at Arlington Park. 
and was narrowly beaten in 2 of them. 
One of his losses was in his first start on 
the turf. and Highley plans to test him 
further on the grass at Santa Anita. 

C. C. Ortlieb’s front-running filly Easy 
Degage had a 2-length lead after a half- 
mile in the Spy Song. Second to this 
point. Brief Interlude engaged her in the 
stretch. grabbed a half-length lead with 
a furlong to go, and added some to it be- 
fore the wire. Ebony Pearl. making his 
sixth start since William H. Bishop pur- 
chased him from Maine Chance Farm in 
mid-summer. was a distant third. Ebony 
Pearl has yet to win for Bishop. 

The Spy Song trailers included 3 stakes 
winners, Hasty House Farms’ favored pair 
of Hasty Doll and Bolero U. and Mr. and 
Mrs. L. K. Shapiro’s Swaps Kin. Swaps 
Kin was seventh. Bolero U. eighth. while 
the supposedly mud-loving Hasty Doll 
pitched jockey Ray Camp after slipping 
in mid-stretch. The filly was far behind 
at the time.

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OBITUARY 


Ednyfred H. Williams 


Ednyfed Williams. 76. prominent Chi- 
cago corporation lawyer. former chairman 
of the Hinois Racing Board and past pres- 
ident of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners. died on Saturday. 


September 20. at Passavant Hospital. 
Chicago. 
Born in Carnarvon. Wales, Mr. Wil- 


liams was the third son of a religious 
writer. His family emigrated to the 
United States when he was a child. and 
he received his primary and = secondary 
schooling in Minneapolis. where he work- 
ed on the Minneapolis Journal after his 
graduation from high school. 

His family moved to Chicago soon after 
the turn of the century, and Mr. Williams 
became a water inspector. He studied law 
at Northwestern University at night. and 
before World War I he received his law 
degree and was admitted to the bar. Dur- 
ing the war he served with the Army in 
France. rising to the rank of major. 

After the war he returned to Chicago. 
where of his first clients was car- 
teonist Sidney Smith. and in later years 
he represented 


one 


many of the country’s 
major cortoonists. He also served as coun- 
sel for the General Electric Company. 


the F. W. Woolworth Company, and num- 
erous other corporations. 

In 1941 Gov. Dwight Green appointed 
Mr. Williams chairman of the Illinois 
Racing Board, and he held the position 
for 8 years. From 1944 to 1946 he was 
president of the NASRC, and he was 
instrumental in bringing about a degree 
of uniformity in claiming and_ stimula- 
tion rules. 

Mr. Williams rewrote the Illinois stim- 
ulation rule. and he constantly urged race 
tracks to provide more and better polic- 
ing of the stable areas. 

It was Mr. Williams’ suggestion that 
money left from uncashed  pari-mutuel 
tickets in Illinois be made available for 
veterans’ rehabilitation work, and he was 
honored by several veterans’ groups for 
his efforts. 

Mr. Williams, a Republican, offered his 
resignation to the Racing Board in 1948, 
after the election of Adlai Stevenson. He 
became a senior partner in the law firm 
of Williams, Leonard, and Sembower, and 
for the next 10 years he devoted himself 
primarily to his law practice. He con- 
tinued to attend the races, however, both 
in the U. S. and France, where he visited 
annually. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Edna 
Williams. and a brother. Nye Williams.

The 7-year-old horse. winner of a half- 
million dollars. this week was being sent, 
with other of Mrs. Lunn’s horses in Cali- 
fornia. to Llangollen Farm in Virginia. 
From there he would be vanned to Ken- 
tucky. 

A son of *Endeavour IT out of the Bime- 
lech mare Red Stamp. Porterhouse at 2 
won the Saratoga Special (but was dis- 
qualified in favor of *Turn-to) and the 
National Stallion, Christiana, and Belment 
Futurity Stakes, and shared with *Turn-to 
top weight in the Experimental Free Han- 
dicap. In his last start of the season, the 
Pimlico Futurity, he severely wrenched 
his back muscles. and this mishap spoiled 
his condition for the 1954 spring classics. 

The injury to his back was cleared up. 
but the experience had made a deep im- 
pression on the horse. He did not like to 
mix it up in close quarters with other 
runners, and he did not like to run over 
deep tracks. Trainer Charles Whitting- 
ham, exercising the utmost patience, raced 
him carefully throughout the remainder 
of his career. At 4 he won the San Carlos 
and Lakes and Flowers Handicaps; at 5 
he won the Californian Stakes, beating 
Swaps, and the San Carlos, Santa Bar- 
bara, Lakes and Flowers, and Palos Ver- 
des Handicaps; and at 6 he won the Los 
Angeles Handicap and set a new world 
record in the 514-furlong Hollywood Ex- 
press Handicap. 

In 51% years on the track Porterhouse 
won 19 of 70 races, placed 20 times, and 
earned $519,460.

Wallaby’s Prix Royal Oak 


Alcide’s next race probably will be in 
the Prix de Are de Triomphe at Long- 
champ October 5, when he will encounter, 
among others. the winner of the French 
St. Leger. 

The Prix Royal Oak. 17, miles. run at 
Longchamp September 14, was unlike its 
English equivalent: among its 10 runners 
was nothing of such overpowering class 
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as Alcide, though the field included the 
Grand Prix de Paris winner San Roman 
and 5 other runners in the summer classic. 
San Roman was favorite, but he was never 
in the running and finished eighth. 

Winner by 21% lengths, after a storming 
run through the straight, was Baron de 
Waldner’s Wallaby (Fast Fox—Wagging 
Tail, by Tourbillon), trained by Percy 
Carter and ridden by Fred Palmer. Sec- 
ond was Jorge de Atucha’s Upstart (Al- 
faraz—Tota, by Tornado), with a 2-length 
advantage over Mme. Leon Volterra’s Tello 
(Mat de Cocagne—Vatellora, by Vatellor). 
The others, in order of finish, were Sikh, 
Sonzyeux. Theodebert. Emperador., San 
Roman. Cassini. and Preux Chevalier. 

Wallaby had been greatly fancied by 
his connections since the beginning of his 
career, and had started favorite in the 
Derby at Epsom, but had turned in several 
disappointing performances. Hope was 
rekindled by his victory on August 24 in 
the 144-mile Prix de la Cote Normande 
at Deauville, his only race of the summer 
season, and in the Prix Royal Oak he 
finally gained classic status.

The Park Hill Stakes at Doncaster 
September 11, fillies’ counterpart of the 
St. Leger. lost some of its validity 
when the favorite. the Irish Oaks winner 
Amante, got away badly, forfeiting about 
half a dozen lengths at the start. The 
winner, which drew out to a 5-length lead 
in the last sixteenth, was the Oaks third.

“A More Effective Procedure” 


Dr. Ernst Jokl. of the University of 
Kentucky. a former athlete who is now 
a leading authority on the physiology of 
athletic performance. has the following 
short comment in his recently published 
book, The Clinical Physiology of Physical 
Fitness and Rehabilitation: 

Interval training is a new and 
important) method of athletic training 
which is responsible for much of the 
performance improvement in the middle 
and long distances during the past 10 
years. Instead of practising —as had 
been done until then—the running of the 
distances in which the athlete intends to 
compete—e. g.. 800 or 1500 or 5000 or 
10.000 meters. etce.—it has been found 
that repeated sprints, e. g.. 200 meters 
at a ‘slow’ speed of say, 28 seconds, re- 
peated up to 50 times. with short inter- 
vals of 2 or 3 minutes between each run. 
is a more effective procedure, to judge 
from long term results. One of the fea- 
tures of this form of training is that 
states of intensive dyspnea {difficult 
breathing| are thus produced in rapid 
succession. Athletes ‘learn’ in this way 
to put up with degrees of breathlessness 
that are intolerable to those not so adept.” 
In usual practice there is some degree 
of alternation between interval training 
and Fartlek, a Swedish term 
meaning speed play. Fartlek consists of 
a long cross-country trip at various 
speeds, from walking to brisk running. 
usually over sloping terrain, without pro- 
vision for timing. This overdistance train-

An essential tenet of interval training 
is that the full distance for which the ath- 
lete is to compete is never attempted, 
during the training period. at the pace 
which will be required in actual compe- 
tition.

The term repetition running—in Amer- 
ican usage commonly called repeat run- 
ning—is distinguished from interval run- 
ning in the fact that it calls for higher 
speed and longer rest intervals. An ap- 
proximate parallel on the track would be 
giving a horse half dozen quarter-mile 
works in :24 in one morning. 

Repeat running usually is done at 
half the race distance. or less. It consists 
of repeating a specified distance several 
times. always at racing pace (for the 
distance in view for competition) — or 
slightly faster, with time for full recovery 
between efforts. One of the advantages 
credited to repeat running is the fact that 
the athlete learns the pace he must main- 
tain for effective competition. 

An article by Don Canham in Scholas- 
tic Coach, February, 1957, said of repeat 
running: “Unlike interval running, the 
object is not speed with a short time in- 
terval to bring on fatigue. Repeat running 
is for rhythm and pace primarily. and 
when the athlete needs more strength- 
work it's accomplished by incregsing the 
number of repetitions or increasing the 
distance—not by shortening the interval.” 

The long warming-up period specified 
by Stampfl rarely finds its way into 
actual practice: it is frequently shortened

A further development from interval 
training is a procedure in which the 
athlete, in one training session, begins 
with a relatively long run at a slow pace 
and gradually progresses toward shorter 
distances and higher speeds. This pattern 
has been called by various names; Don 
Cash Seaton, University of Kentucky 
track coach, refers to it as funnel run- 
ning—an apt description. 

All these variations—interval running. 
repeat running, funnel running, and 
Fartlek—may be used within the same 
week. Variety of work tends to forestall 
boredom and loss of interest. 

Interval training of human athletes 
may have been derived in part from the 
training of horses, especially of Stand- 
ardbreds. At its now advanced stage of 
development, it seems unlikely to gain 
widespread acceptance by trainers of 
running horses. For one thing, to ac- 
commodate the number of horses at the 
average race track to a routine of  in- 
terval training would require a training 
area the size of a small township, plus 
enough exercise boys to outvote the Dem- 
ocrats in Charleston. 

There may be. nevertheless. some en- 
lightenment for Thoroughbred trainers in 
the techniques which have brought about 
an amazing degree of improve- 
ment in the performance of human run- 
ners, On a private or restricted training 
track it would be possible to apply the 
principles of interval training to a greater 
degree than at a track where racing was 


going on.

Those Pet Peeves 


A few days ago I received the August 
2 issue of your magazine. which unfor- 
tunately had been mislaid or lost. | was 
particularly interested in the controversy 
with reference to the statue of Swaps. a 


real champion, judging by his extra- 
ordinary record, which I have unfor- 
tunately never seen. For this reason I 


cannot judge the exactness of the like- 
ness. but I, too, was struck by the con- 
formation of the horse which seemed to 
have something “pony-like” in its make- 
up...the shortness of the neck as well 
as its thickness. In fact, the circumfer- 
ence at the base of the neck seemed 
almost as great as that of the middle- 
piece, which appears light in comparison 
with the robust structure of the rest of 
the body. 

As to the position of the legs, all four 
of which are stretched to the limit, I 
have never as yet seen any photograph 
or reproduction of a cut from a moving 
picture which showed all four legs simul- 
taneously stretched to the limit. ve seen 
this phenomenon only in old English 
racing prints, on which the horses have 
necks like a dinosaur and fantastic eyes 
as large as a 25-watt electric light bulb. 

Being a_ perfectionist on the question 
of nomenclature. I was annoyed by the 
name of *Tomy Lee. the horse pictured 
on the cover of the same issue. Is Tomy 
a misspelling of Tommy, or is the name 
meant to be pronounced toe-me for some 
personal or family reason? Perhaps the 
owner's very young daughter spelled it 
that way. 

I feel that a good and = appropriate 
name mysteriously benefits the racing 
qualities of a horse, and hope that the 
most unfortunate choice of such cheap 
names as Swaps and Needles. for two

Inseperable (I was instrumental in hav- 
ing the name changed to Inseparable. 
The owner. without one moment’s hesita- 
tion. most gamely put up the 100 bucks 
necessary to effectuate the correction. 
The horse then struck his winning stride. 
coralling well over $200,000. I believe.) 

The selection of the name Hastytransit 
(shortening it to be one word thus added 
insult to injury) by a committee acting 
for a tobacco company which offered a 
give-away program for the best name 
selected by the general public for a beau- 
tifully bred colt by Count Fleet from 
Gay Rhythm. strikes me as being ridic- 
ulous. inept. and nonsensical. Moreover. 
the committee entirely overlooked the 
possible effect the name might have on 
the horse, if they had recalled the pro- 
verb: “More haste. less speed.” The com- 
mittee probably consisted of a blind. or- 
phan so as to insure against nepotism 
and trickery. The lucky Pasadena house- 
wife who sent in this winning name 
probably thought it up as she was trans- 
ferring the toast from the stove before 
it started to burn. 

How ghastly and = ridiculous our an- 
thology of stakes winners would look 
if Kay's Children (which was one horse. 
not triplets) had won the Triple Crown. 
or if that ungrammatical atrocity She 
Don’t Smoke had garnered the three 
valuable stakes for fillies and mares at 
Delaware Park. 

Now that I’ve got these pet peeves off 
my chest. I thank you for listening to 
them so indulgently, and shall go out for 
a brisk walk.

HAWTHORNE, Cicero, Ill., Sept. 9—Elmer Kalensky, 
whom friends often call the “Wild Horse of Winnipeg,” 
seems to be rebounding after losing much of his normal 
momentum in 1957. The big, rugged Canadian has rebuilt 
his public stable to a point that he is now represented by 23 
thoroughbreds who fit into just about any kind of race 
scheduled by the astute racing secretary, rotund Lawrence 
C. Bogenschutz. Kalensky’s pride, however, is a two-year-old 
colt named MASTER PALYNCH, who is named in honor of 
the turf editor and ace handicapper of the New York 
Journal. The youngster is an extremely stylish son of 
CRAFTY ADMIRAL—Adjournment, by *Court Martial, and 
his breeder was Charlie Cohen of the Charfran Stable. 


“This is a good colt,” says Kalensky, “‘possibly the best 
I've ever trained. He’s had a lot of good and bad luck. We 
sent him out for the big money at Arlington and Washington 
Parks and it seemed that these were the times when he met 
with his bad luck. Then, when we’d run him against the 
same company in allowance races that were preps for the 
stakes, he’d win. You know, he went five and one-half fur- 
longs in 1:04 at Arlington. That was one of the fastest races 
of recent years for a two-year-old. I’ve got him here now 
and trying to get a race under him before he runs in the 
$25,000 race (the Hawthorne Juvenile). That’s our main 
objective here, then we may go to Garden State and try 
for that race they call the world’s richest horse race (The 
Garden State). That would be a good one to win. Would 
make up for a lot of the bad luck we’ve been having.”
